< ailed For July 7 to Nominate 
For Circuit Clerk. 


The Democratic County Committee 
met in Springfield last Saturday after¬ 
noon and called a primary election for 
July 7 to nominate a candidate for Cir¬ 
cuit Court Clerk to fill out the unex¬ 
pired term of F. M. Campbell, deceased. 
The following is the call: 

Whereas,the members of Committee, 
representing the Democratic party in 
Washington county, Ky., and constitu¬ 
ting for said county the party authority 
for said Democratic party were duly 
notified of a meeting, of said commit¬ 
tee. to be held at Springfield. Ky., on 
May 19, 1906, for the purpose of chooe- 
ng the manner and fixing the time and 
place for the election of a democratic 
lorainee for the office of Circuit Court 
Clerk in Washington county, and 
whereas said committee in persurance 
to said notification did meet in Spring- 
field, Ky., on said day and adopted a 
resolution in words and figures as fol¬ 
lows to wit: 

Be it v resolved by the Washington 
County Democratic Committee that on 
the 7th day of July, 1906, there be held a 
primary election of the Democrats in 
Washington county for the purpose of 
>ominating a Democratic candidate for 
Circuit Court Clerk. Provided, how¬ 
ever, that the candidates for said nom- 
oation shall in writing declare their 
:andidacy to J. R. Gore, Chr., by the 22 
day of June, 1906; and in the event that 
only one person shall so declare'himself 
a candidate for said nomination, then 
the call for the primary election is to i 
be null and void, and the one person 
having ao declared himself a candidate 
for said nomination shall be the Demo¬ 
cratic candidate and after his nomina¬ 
tion has been certified by the committee 
the Chairman and Secretary of the 
committee are authorized and empow¬ 
ered to make a certificate to that effect 
to the County Clerk of Washington 
County and the first person so notifying

Harrodsburg Herald: Col. E. H. 
Gaither addressed a large and enthusL 
astic crowd or colored people at thh 
Colored Methodist church Sunday after¬ 
noon. This was Die “first gun” fired 
in the local option campaign, and the 
Colonel scored some strong points in 
his able argument. He said to those 
present that one of the things that ap¬ 
peal to ua to vote for saloons is the 
revenue in order to reduce our taxes, 
and he made the very remarkable state¬ 
ment that if a tax was imposed on ua 
to put into the town treasury the same 
amount that comes from the saloon* 
the average for the colored property 
owners would be the enormous sum of 
50 cent* per year on each colored prop¬ 
erty owner, qr a very small part of the 
(5.000. He also stated that the amount 
that goee over the counters of the sa¬ 
loons from the colored people was the 
large sum of (3,600 a year. Think of 
this from a people who need this money 
as no others, perhaps, under the sun. 
He also said that it was hard for a 
colored man to eet justice in this coun¬ 
try, and asserted they themselves were 
to blame for it, for when a moral ques¬ 
tion came up they would line up on the 
wrong side. Col. Gaither was frequently 
applauded. At the close of Col. Gai¬ 
ther’s address the colored pastors and 
Pror. Garvin spoke and endorsed local 
option, and said they would do all 
in their power to rid the town of sa¬ 
loons. After the meeting most of 
those present expressed themselves as 
being in favor of local option, and it 
now looks like it will carry by a big 
majority.

Danville, Ky., May 19, 1906.—Gentle¬ 
men:-In our opinion any one who 
thinks local option has hindered or in¬ 
jured business or business growth in 
Danville is very much mistaken. The 
senior member of this firm, J. H. Gen¬ 
try, has been engaged actively in com¬ 
mercial business in Danville, both when 
saloons were permitted and when local 
option prevailed, and states that in his 
opinion business here under local op¬ 
tion conditions is 100 per cent, better 
than when saloons were licensed, and 
the character of the business transact¬ 
ed and of business firms is also improv¬ 
ed. He further stated that upon retir 
ing from the grocery business eight 
years ago in this town he was selling 
at the rate of about (30,000 a year, and 
that havitig recently re-engaged in bus¬ 
iness at the same stand the retail 
grocery business of his firm is at the 
of about *60,000 a year. We are 
entirely satisfied with local option in 
Danville.

Washington, Ky., May 19.—Gentle¬ 
men: About twenty-seven years ago a 
local option election was held at this 
place and prohibition carried the day. 
At that time I was, I confess, very 
skeptical as to the efficacy of the law 
to enforce, or even to aid in temper¬ 
ance. I have lived here the greater 
part of the time since, and l must ac¬ 
knowledge that I was wrong in my 
former views of the matter, for while 
we have had a few blind tigers in 
midst during that time, drunkenness 
*s a general habit, has so decreased 
that it might be Raid practically to have 
disappeared altogether. 

There have been very few prosecu¬ 
tions for the violation of law, and the 
iruira' sentiment of the community 
become so strong against intemperance 
I believe theie is not a single “blind 
tiger” in the ‘own at this time. I am 
persnnded this sentiment, prevalent 
amor . non-Christians as well as Chris- 
! ian, is due to the fact that we have 
hod open saloons in our midst.

The chief value of local option from 
a practical point of view is in the fact 
that it deters the young from com 
m m ;.* the awful habit of intemper¬ 


ance. When drinking whisky is not 
continually before the eves and under 
the nAse of a boy, he ia not near so 
liable to become addicted to the habit. 
We have over a half a dozen men of 
middle age, who were once apparently 
hopelessly under the influence of its 
curse, all of whom, to the surprise of 
the community, have entirely reformed. 
Some by the Keely cure, others by 
their own Will power. But I am con¬ 
fident that lasting reform in none of 
these cases would have been possible 
had -there been bar rooms in town 
openly carrying on the traffic of intoxi¬ 
cants. I am sure no community which 
has given local option a fair test will 
ever permit again the sale of whisky or 
beer in its confines.

I ; 1.AN or thksblf-bpacino fkame. 
of Gleanings In Bee Culture frankly 
declares he does not Hke It, saying: 

I believe It Is always a mistake to 
have the spacing In the hive-rabbet. 
The free lateral movement back and 
forth, of frames, where the spacers 
are on the frames themselves. Is a 
feature we can not afford to sacrifice. 
Your frame would be far better, in my 
opinion. If you would use the spacing- 
button Isameus you have at the bot¬ 
tom I at the top also. Such a frame 
would not be a bad one to handle. 
This exact form of a frame was made 
Ihe subject of a patent a number of 
years ago. but I believe the patent has 
run out. 

There Is another objection to your 
notched rabbet that occurs to me; and 
that Is. in moving bees your frames 
would be tlRble to hop out of the 
notches, making very unequal spacing 
at the top. When the spacers are on 
the end-hars or top-bars the frames 
always have to he Just so far apart.
